In the ultimatum from the state 
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Outlawing Dangerous Crossings 

A RECENT DECISION the Supreme Court of the 
United States gave the right to the individual states to 
force the railways to eliminate grade crossings that have 
been proved dangerous to the public safety. As a matter 
of fact all grade crossings are dangerous, but the trend of 
the decision seems to indicate those that notoriously 
dangerous to life and limb. 

The case which gave rise to the decision was that of 
the Lehigh Valley Railroad Company. in appeal against the 
state of New Jersey. The railway attorneys entered a plea 
that enforced elimination of crossings would be an inter- 
ference with interstate commerce, and also might lead to 
the bankruptcy of the railway so enforced. The Supreme 
Court held that neither plea could stand in the way of the 
exercise of reasonable police power by the state in defense 
of the safety of its people. 

The sentiment in this country in favor of elimination 
of railway grade crossings has been constantly growing 
for many years. The wholesale slaughter of motorists at 
many of these meetings of rights of way proclaims them 
little else than death traps. Automotive bodies of all kinds 
will be well advised to put their strength behind the cam- 
paign for getting rid of these archaic crossings.

Connecticut Considers 

P IN CONNECTICUT, where Robbins Stoeckle is com- 
U missioner of motor vehicles, they have a penchant for 
progressive automobile legislation. This state was one of 
the first to abolish set speed limits, and substitute driving 
to the public danger as the cause for summons. Incidentally 
this idea was worked out very well. The elimination of the 
definite speed limit as a cause of arrest has not brought a 
flood of accidents nor has it diminished the efficiency of the 
police. 

Now Connecticut is debating whether or not it shall 
exercise its undoubted police power to keep old crocks off 
the roads. There is no intention of legislating against old 
cars as A, The ancient vehicle which is properly main- 
tained and kept at maximum efficiency is still to be given 
its right to existence. But old cars that are mechanically 
dangerous to the general] public will be refused a license, if 
the proposed law is actually passed by the Legislature. The 
plan is to have the older motor vehicles sybjected to a 
searching examination to determine their fitness to operate. 
If they do not pass the necessary examination, they will 
not be licensed.

off the roads a lot of old junk, which usually drifts into the 
junk dealer’s yard or into the ordinary dealer’s place as 
trade-ins. 
If Connecticut tries this plan a lot of other states will

In Silent Way Is 
Idea in Seattle

EATTLE, WASH., Dec. 
11.—The service depart- 
ment of the Packard Seattle 
Company has recently put 
into practice a little idea that 
is going a long way toward 
paying the rent with acces- 
sory sales. It is based upon 
the well-known slogan of 
“ask ‘em to buy,” but the ask- 
ing is in a silent way, and is

Car heaters have been sold in 
this manner. Also winter fronts 
and seasonable items. Most of 
the cars are factory equipped with 
the usual accessories, but there is 
a big market of other items. 
These, when due attention is given 
to their sale, bring up the volume 
and can be made “to pay the rent.” 

The “courtesy tag” consists of two 
parts, the first telling of the free 
service that has already been ren- 
dered on the owner’s car, and the 
second recommends what should be 
done in repairs or purchase of ac- 
cessories. 

In the free service are such items 
as cleaning running boards, steering 
wheel, shifting levers, windshield, 
rear window, oiling of rear generator 
bearing (this applies particularly to 
Packard cars); tightening of wheel 
lugs, testing air in tires to 40 pounds, 
filling radiator and putting oil in 
crank case. The only charge is for 
the oil used. The mechanic who did 
the work that was ordered on the 
car signs the statement. The in- 
spector reports that the work was 
done as ordered, and then his rec- 
ommendation for additional repairs 
and accessories is made in the 
second half of the “courtesy tag.” 

Each tab is addressed to the car 
owner and starts out with this sen- 
tence: “The following small services 
have been cheerfully performed on 
your car, in addition to the work you 
requested. If you find the report 
not correct we ask that you notify 
the service department office.”

In general the used car market 
in Australia has been influenced by 
the depression affecting the entire 
trade. During September, however, 
the demand for used cars in New 
South Wales increased until the 
dealers were offering cash for old 
models. The market in Victoria re- 
ceived a stimulus at the end of the 
quarter from the Royal Agricul- 
tural Show, which attracted thou- 
sands of country visitors, many of

Owing to the expense and 
difficulty of checking up gasoline. in 
tanks of motorcars, no attempt will 
be made to collect the tax in such 
cases, but car owners who have a 
fifty-gallon drum stored for future 
use will be subject to the tax.
